One  of  the  articles  I  put  out  in  the  match 
day  programme  last  season  discussed 
our  approaches  to  warm-up  protocols 
and  how  this  is  so  important  to  get  right 
for  the  players  to  be  able  to  train  proper¬ 
ly  with  their  bodies  in  the  right  condition 
to  avoid  picking  up  injuries  and  also  to 
hit  the  ground  running  on  game  day  and 
start  with  a  bang. 

Now  seems  like  a  good  time  to  take  another 
look  at  this  as,  particularly  for  match  day, 
our  warm-ups  have  changed  since  last 
season  and  even  developed  a  little  over  the 
first  half  of  this  season.  Some  of  you  may 
have  spotted  some  these  changes  already. 
Take  a  look  at  what  we’re  doing  this  weekend 
and  see  if  you  can  work  it  out. 


from  our  perspective,  although  it  does  add 
extra  pressure  on  the  massage  and  physio 
team  to  get  them  sorted  in  time! 


The  first  big  change  we  made  was  incor¬ 
porating  a  designated  backs  and  kickers 
warm-up.  We  will  go  out,  do  some  light  dy¬ 
namics  and  then  get  into  a  few  kicking  drills 
to  warm  the  legs  up,  work  on  some  specific 
techniques  and  just  generally  get  these  guys 
switched  on  ready  for  those  high  balls  and 
big  catches. 


Designating  this  part  of  the  warm-up,  rather 
than  saying  the  guys  can  go  out  in  their  own 
time  if  they  want  to  seems  to  work  quite  well 


After  this  the  whole  team  will  warm-up 
together.  We’ve  tweaked  the  hand-eye  drill 
at  the  start  to  just  do  some  quick,  short  and 
sharp  passes  in  a  lane  to  get  things  going. 

A  little  light  movement  helping  to  raise  the 
heartrate  before  moving  on  to  the  dynamics 
which  we  have  kept  similar  to  last  year. 

This  is  followed  by  a  forwards/backs  split 
again,  but  with  slightly  different  emphasis  on 
the  drills  done,  a  bit  more  skill  and  shape  for 
the  backs  and  some  good  contact  work  for 
the  forwards.We’ve  maintained  the  mobilisa¬ 
tion  section  after  the  split  from  last  year  as 
well,  giving  us  an  opportunity  for  some  final 
stretches  and  team  talk  amongst  the  guys 
before  we  finish  the  warm-up. 

The  final  stage  of  the  warm  up  is  some  more 
contact.  Unlike  last  year  where  we  just  did  a 
sprint  through,  we  now  have  a  sprint  through 
to  contact  and  repeat  bag  work  for  a  left,  right 
and  middles  split. 

To  us  this  warm-up  makes  sense  and  works 
well.  We  might  be  in  a  position  where  we 
need  to  tweak  things  if  we  feel  we’re  starting 
slow,  but  hopefully  you  have  all  seen  the 
improvement  on  the  field  as  well.

It’s  a  difficult  task  taking  at  look  at  to¬ 
night’s  opposition! 

The  Wolfpack  have  a  plethora  of  talent  right 
across  the  park  and  are  a  Super  League  club 
in  all  but  name  and  only  a  gutsy,  fantastic 
performance  from  our  dual-reg  partners  Lon¬ 
don  Broncos  stopped  that  becoming  a  reality 
late  last  year. 

Fully  expect  the  Wolfpack  to  secure  promo¬ 
tion  this  season  but  this  is  sport  after  all  and 
anything  can  happen  on  the  day  as  Toronto 
can  attest  to.  Following  that  gut-wrenching 
loss  in  the  new  defunct  Million  Pound  Game, 
Paul  Rowley  departed  with  Brian  McDermott 
taking  the  helm  following  his  departure  from 
Leeds  Rhinos  earlier  that  year. 

McDermott  has  brought  a  professionalism 
and  steeliness  to  the  Wolfpack  that  perhaps 
was  missing  in  2018  and  their  record  to  date 
speaks  for  itself.  Just  the  one  defeat,  coming 
in  the  South  of  France  to  Toulouse.  It  was 
a  comprehensive  second  half  performance 
by  the  French  outfit  which  saw  them  put  the 
visitors  to  the  sword.  That  loss  still  sees  them 
three  points  clear  of  Toulouse  with  26  points 
at  the  top  of  the  Betfred  Championship  whilst 


the  Eagles  trail  behind  Olympique  on  18 
points  in  third  position. 

Last  weekend  at  the  Summer  Bash,  they  put 
that  defeat  to  bed  with  an  equally  dazzling 
display  against  Toulouse. 

With  no  involvement  in  the  Challenge  Cup 
of  1895  Cup  the  Wolfpack  have  the  benefit 
of  focusing  solely  on  the  league  and  with 
McDermott’s  past  success  at  the  Rhinos,  will 
have  them  fired  up  for  tonight. 

On  paper  1st  vs  3rd  has  all  the  makings  for 
a  fantastic,  nail  biting  encounter  in  what  so 
far  has  been  a  pretty  exciting  competition  in 
2019  but  Mark  Aston’s  men  go  up  against 
a  full-time  outfit  and  with  long  term  injuries 
to  Captain  Matt  James  who  has  been  an 
experienced  leader  on  the  field  and  James 
Glover  who  was  in  a  great  run  of  form,  it  will 
be  a  difficult  task  that  awaits  his  side  this 
evening.A  wide,  expansive  3G  pitch  here  at 
the  Olympic  Legacy  Park  suits  the  Eagles’ 
style  of  play  but  also  that  of  the  Wolfpack  and 
they  have  a  similar  setup  at  their  Lamport 
Stadium  home.

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McCrone  is  in  fine  form  for  the  Wolfpack  of  late.  Most  of 
the  club’s  signing  have  been  ‘high  profile’  but  he  is  prob¬ 
ably  one  that  stands  out  after  his  move  from  NRL  side  St 
George  lllawarra  Dragons.  150  NRL  appearances  under 
his  belt  too,  he  is  an  experienced  and  astute  operator  at 
scrum-half  and  is  at  the  heart  of  the  engine  room  for  the 
Wolfpack. 

He  links  up  superbly  with  the  likes  of  Mellor  and  O’Brien, 
causing  constant  headaches  for  any  opposition,  switching 
the  run  of  play  from  left  to  right  quickly  and  at  ease. 

With  a  try  and  two  assists  against  Toulouse  last  weekend 
in  their  comprehensive  victory  against  Toulouse,  he  is 
certainly  one  to  watch  tonight. 

Anthony  Mullally 

Mullally  was  snapped  up  by  Brian  McDermott  in  February 
after  working  with  the  prop-forward  for  several  years  at 
Leeds  Rhinos.  He  was  overlooked  by  the  now  departed 
David  Furner  at  the  Rhinos  early  this  season  and  is  prob¬ 
ably  exactly  the  type  of  player  the  Super  League  outfit 
need  in  their  current  hour  of  need. 

He  is  well-known  to  Mark  Aston  too,  playing  six  times 
for  him  during  his  reign  as  Ireland  Head  Coach  with  ap¬ 
pearances  for  the  Wolfhounds  at  the  201 3  &  201 7  World 
Cups. 

At  27  he  is  in  his  prime  as  a  prop-forward,  a  tough  ball 
runner,  he  makes  hard  metres  time  and  time  again  and 
will  be  a  handful  for  the  Eagles  tonight. 


Jon  Wilkin 

With  16  years  at  St.  Helens  and  400  +  appearances 
for  them,  the  utility  back-rower  has  been  an  asset  for 
the  Wolfpack.  That  experienced,  level  headiness  and 
leadership  is  something  that  the  Wolfpack  was  lacking 
in  2018  and  he  has  played  a  large  part  in  helping  the 
Wolfpack  solidified  their  top  of  the  table  spot  in  2019. 

Being  at  Saints  for  such  a  long  period,  Wilkin  has  played 
in  his  fair  share  of  big  games  and  will  be  invaluable 
come  the  end  of  season  play-offs.With  his  half-backs  in 
McCrone  &  Mellor,  Wilkin  will  look  to  control  proceed¬ 
ings  here  at  the  Olympic  Legacy  Park  tonight.
